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“OUR INACCESSIBLE HERITAGE” 
Is there a Scarcity of Popular Editions of English Classics? 


in an article on “Our Inaccessible Heritage” 
in the London Athenaeum, a writer points 
out a condition in the English book market 
which deserves the attention of the publish- 
ing world since it gives a suggestion for 
publishing enterprise that might well appeal 
to the joint efforts of London and New York 
houses. 

It may be necessary to have government 
subsidy to make English literature available, 
but one dislikes to acknowledge such a neces- 
ity. Excerpts from the afore-mentioned 
article show the general state of affairs at 
present: d 

“We shall probably not be accused of dilet- 
tantism if we say that the Englishman’s most 
magnificent heritage is English literature; we 
are more likely, indeed, to be accused of 
platitude, And yet we wonder how many of 
those who would accuse us of platitude are 
aware of the infinite difficulties of becoming 
acquainted with that heritage, much more of 
moving familiarly in it as an heir should do. 
It is so easy to speak of the glorious herit- 
age of English literature; so hard to settle 
down to enjoy it. And it is daily becoming 
harder. 

“The general rise in the price of com- 
modities has affected the book market, like 
any other. The volumes in the cheap series 
of classics that used to be sold at one shilling 
now cost two. That alone is a serious matter 
ior the majority of readers who aim at 
something more than the filling of an idle 
moment. Books are among the luxuries the 
coming generation will have to go short of. 

“But the difficulties do not end here; they 
merely begin. No one who takes his reading 
of English seriously has failed to encounter 
a yet more forbidding obstacle. So many 
hooks are unprocurable. Take, for instance, 
the Elizabethans. The difficulties begin al- 
most at the moment one steps outside Shake- 
speare, There is the valuable Muses’ Library 
edition of a few poets, a precious Donne, a 
delightful William Browne of Tavistock, a 
good Philip Sidney, a good Drummond of 
Hawthornden, But what of the dramatists? 
voW is a man who has not the money to 
— the folios to acquire complete Ford.

“It may be said that these are books for 
the specialist. To this we reply that they 
ought not to be, even if they actually are. 
With all their faults the Elizabethans are the 
fountain-head of English literature, a peren- 
nial source of reinvigoration to the English 
language. If they are made inaccessible, con- 
temporary literature is to some extent in- 
evitably starved. 

If we come nearer to the present day, and 
consider the case of. those writers of the 
romantic revival who owed so much to the 
Elizabethans, the position is almost the same. 
Certainly we have good cheap editions of the 
poets themselves. But an intelligent interest 
in their poetry presupposes or involves an 
interest in their lives and persons. It is im- 
possible to gain an intimate understanding of 
Keats’s poetry without a knowledge of his 
letters—which are, and should be recognized 
as, Classics in their own right; or to appreci- 
ate Shelley’s achievement without a fairly 
close acquaintance with his life. Yet Keats’s 
letters, issued by Mr. Buxton Forman nearly 
twenty years ago in a delightful cheap edition, 
have, nevertheless, now become all but un- 
procetrrable—a loss so serious that it is not 
campensated by the fact that Sir Sidney Col- 
vin’s indispensable “Life” can be had for 
eighteen shillings; and we have tried in vain 
to find a bookseller who would part with 
Dowden’s “Life of Shelley” for less than 
three pounds ten. Such a condition of things 
is preposterous. We do not ask that copyright 
books should be produced at a price which 
leaves the owners of the copyright and the 
publishers no profit; but we do expect that 
indispensable books like these should be pu 
and kept within the reach of the average 
purse of the lover and the student of English 
literature. 

“The case of the Elizabethans is different. 
Here there can be no question of copyright. 
But there are other obstacles. It has gen- 
erally been the fate of the publisher who 
has risked his capital in producing reprints 
of Elizabethans at a reasonable price to go 
bankrupt. It is the booksellers who have 
subsequently reaped the golden harvest of 
his industry and public spirit. Almost in- 
variably the publisher has been himself a man 
of letters, with exiguous financial resources, 
who could not afford to wait for the slow but 
certain success of his enterprise. 

“Two solutions remain. The first is that the 
big publishing firms should undertake the 
venture, and in this case we would appeal 
primarily to the University Presses. What is 
wanted is not a splendid edition like the 
Cambridge ‘Beaumont and Fletcher,’ but vol- 
umes of roughly the same size and price as 
the admirable ‘Oxford Poets.’ If the enter- 
prise should appear to be too formidable, then 
the second solution should be applied: the 
Goverment should come to the rescue.

International Protection of Literary

No fixed 
remedies for the present difficulties are of- 
fered but. the conditions are ‘stated in. full 
detail with possible solutions, This report 
will be in quarto size, 88 pages, priced at 
seven francs. 


French Book Prices 


On the first of July the French pwtblishers 
announced that the books of the familiar duo- 
decimo size would have to go to 7f. in place 
of 3f. 50, which had been the common figure 
before the war. The pre-war price had dur- 
ing the last few years been added to by a 
“marjoration” of 30 per cent,. which had 
brought the actual selling price up to about 
4f. 50. 

This announcement of further radical in- 
crease caused such vehement protest not only 
in France but in other countries where French 
books are widely sold, that the publishers 
have decided to abandon the idea\of a 7f. 
price and have established a price of 5f. in 
place of the old figure. 


English linport-Réstrictions Abobalid 


Lloyd George has announced that all re- 
strictions on imports will be abolished on 
September 1st.

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Chicago’s Literary Charm 


Clement K. Shorter in his bookish wander- 
ss America, as reported thru the 
columns of the London Sphere, found much 
pleasure in his Chicago visit, about which he 
had the following to say: — 

“Perhaps I am influenced unduly in favor 
of Chicago by my love for its chief literary 
exponent—Carl Sandburg. Sandburg is a 
young journalist on the staff of the Chicago 
Daily News. I had the luck to have read his 
two slim volumes, ‘Chicago Poems, and 
‘Cornhuskers, and I think I have found in 
him a reincarnation of Shelley—a Shelley 
adapted to another century and another civil- 
ization, without the lyrical music of Shelley, 
but with a poignant cry of the heart ewhich 
is all his own. Chicago, indeed, issues a 
magazine called Poetry, edited by Miss Helen 
Monroe. I had corresponded with this lady 
from London, and she invited me to a lunch 
at which I met Mr. Edgar Lee Masters, the 
author of ‘The Spoon River Anthology,’ and 
other of her poets. Her movement is not a 
strong one at present, for less than three 
thousand copies of Poetry are sold monthly— 
and what is that in a population of two mill- 
ions? But after all, ‘poets are the unac- 
knowledged legislators of the world,’ and I 
have hopes. 

“There is certainly a great book realm in 
Chicago—a magnificent public library, prob- 
ably the largest bookstore in the world, Mc- 
Clurg’s, and the best-known of all American 
shops for rare books and first editions, that 
of Mr. Walter M. Hill. It was pleasant to 
overhaul Mr. Hill’s stock of rare manu- 
scripts. His shop, unlike, probably, any other 
bookshop in the world, is twelve—or it may 
be twenty—stories above the ground. It is 
in the Marshall Field Building, in which Mr. 
Selfridge first gave evidence of his great 
talent for organization. Chicago is proud of 
Mr. Selfridge, and I told my kind guide thru 
this wonderful palace of industry that Mr. 
Selfridge would in time have one as big in

Opportunities for the Enterprising Bookseller 


That there are great possibilities for book- 
sellers in searching, out the trade of the newly 
prosperous wage-earner is a point made by a 
correspondent of the English Book Monthly 
which is of equal pertinence in the American 
situation, 

Do the booksellers realize what a huge 
potential market they have if they will cater 
for the intelligent working man? Wages are 
likely to be high for years to come, and dur- 
ing the war many people have learned to adapt 
themselves to new circumstances and new 
needs. They want books on practical subjects, 
how to do things and how to make things. 
Moreover, it is likely that many of them will 
want to give their children a better chance in 
life than they themselves ever had. So prac- 
tical books for boys and girls will meet with a 
ready sale. 

Is the English bookseller going to take ad- 
vantage of this, or is he, as in the past, to 
leave what is a very large business in the 
hands of the subscription houses? I could 
give instances of sales by them, that would 
stagger the bookseller, and make him realize 
what he is losing. 

It may be answered that such a line of work 
by the bookseller would entail new methods. 
Why not? The thing is worth while, and the 
bookseller who is first in the field in his locality 
with it, is going to reap a harvest. It may be 
necessary to accept payment from the public 
by instalments—anyhow, for expensive pub- 
lications. Again, why not? Ordinary book- 
selling accounts are not paid any too promptly, 
and weekly or monthly arrangements could 
be made to meet this special new business. 

At the present time the English book-trade 
is in a far healthier condition than it has been 
for years past. Many hundreds of its experi- 
enced members are returning to it with new 
ideas and a broader outlook gained in the war. 
With reasonable enterprise this prosperity can 
be made permanent, and these suggestions are 
thrown out entirely to that end. 





Sell Them in Pairs 


The bookseller has always had reason to 
consider the theater a serious business rival, 
as the people who took their diversion there 
were naturally not asking for new books with 
which to beguile the evening. 

If the strike of the players which has closed 
the principal New York theaters should ex- 
tend in to the fall or should spread to wider 
areas, there will be an exceedingly interesting 
opportunity to see whether this will have 
any effect on the demand for books.

An Old Boston Bookstore Location 
Reoccupied 


There is more than local interest in the an- 
nouncement that again, after several years 
intermission, there is to be a bookstore in the 
basement of the Old South Church, Boston. 
The location was made famous by the Burn- 
ham Antique Bookstore, whose sidewalk dis- 
plays and cellar treasures were so well-known 
to Boston booklovers and Boston’s visitors. 

When the subway under Washington St. 
took part of the church yard for an exit, the 
Old South Church Association took the funds 
that accrued from this encroachment to make 
changes in the famous old structure and in 
doing so forced Mr. Richard Lichtenstein, the 
proprietor of the Burnham Antique Bookstore, 
to move to other quarters which he found in 
Cornhill. The basement was then deepened 
by several feet and made into modern light 
rooms, one of which (entered from the church 
proper) is used as a lecture room while the 
major part of the floor has been used for 
government war business. 
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This space has now been rented on a tey 
year lease to the Williams Bookstore Co. y 
located at 326 Washington St. and will 
occupied by them sometime in September, 4 
special entrance to the store and ground floo;
